Browne Declares 


Detailed plana and specifications 
for a city sewage disposal plant 
as prepared by Floyd G. Browne, 
sanitary engineer of Marion, O., 
were presented to council Thurs­ 
day evening and accepted. Copies 
will be sent to the state board of 
health for approval. 
The plans include 27 sheets of 
drawings and a 200-page booklet 
of specifications for contractors. 
Councilmen-elect, who take office 
the first of the year, attended the 
meeting to become familiar with 
the plant details. 
Mr. Browne said the plant and 
flood-protection dyke will cover 
approximately an acre and a half 
of land . The plant site is at the 
rear of the Container Corporation 
factory. 
Treatment of the com 
pany’s wastes has been included 
in the municipal plant program. 
The company provided the site to 
the city free of cost and has 
agreed to contribute not to exceed 
$15,000 to the plant cost, if needed, 
Future agreements will be made 
in which the company will agree 
to pay its fair share of the oper­ 
ating cost. 
Protection Wall Planned 
The flood-protection wall around 
the plant will range from two feet 
to 13 feet high, making the site 
above a flood stage higher than 
the 1913 flood, Mr. Browne said.

sewers and the Container plant 
will enter the treatment works 
into what will be known as a 
control building. 
In this building 
the wastes will be screened and 
metered, and chemicals may be 
added if needed. This building will 
contain also auxiliary pumping 
equipment, 
storage 
space 
for 
chemicals, an office, laboratory 
and sludge filters. 
The building, to be constructed 
of concrete and brick with a tile 
roof will be 31 by 57 feet in size. 
It will be of one-story construction 
with a basement and sub-base­ 
ment, erected on an elevation. The 
sub-basement will be under a part 
of the building. 
After leaving the control build­ 
ing the sewage enters flocculator 
tanks. Two of these tanks will be 
erected for the strawboard plant 
wastes 
and 
two for 
the 
city 
wastes. 
These tanks are 15 feet, 
nine inches long, eight feet nine 
inches wide, and ten feet deep. 
Two settling tanks are provided 
for each sewage line. These tanks 
are 45 feet four inches long, and 
15 feet nine inches side and have 
an average dept of eight feet.

Arrangements have made to chlo­ 
rinate this water, if necessary. 
The sludge from the settling 
tanks is pumped to'digestor tanks. 
Two of these tanks will be erected.

These 
digestor tanks are heated for the 
production of bacteria. 
Gas for 
heating water to keep these tanks 
at a temperature between 80 and 
90 degrees is obtained from the 
decaying 
sludge. 
The 
sludge, 
when removed from these tanks, 
may be used for fertilizer. 
Mr. Brownie informed council­ 
men that three or four men, work­ 
ing in shifts, would he required 
to operate the plant.

Equipment used for treating the 
wastes of the strawboard plant is 
similar to that used for the city 
sewage.

company officials to promote “in­ 
dustrial peace.” 
Ford, 
confronted by a labor 
board declaration that his com­ 
pany was guilty of “savage anti­ 
union activity,” directed his at­ 
torneys to ask the federal courts 
to overrule the decision, which one 
company 
lawyer 
denounced 
as 
"wrong and unjust.” 
The manufacturer, long a critic 
of labor unions and of federal reg­ 
ulation of business, was accused 
by the board of having instituted 
a "relentless campaign” against 
the United Automobile Workers 
union, an affiliate of the Com­ 
mittee for industrial organization. 
Homer 
Martin, 
International 
president of the union, immediate­ 
ly requested a conference “at your 
convenience” with Harry Bennett, 
personnel director of the 
Ford 
company, to promote “industrial 
peace and proper labor relations” 
between the manfacturer and his 
workers. 
“You need not fear a conference 
of this sort,” Martin declared. “We 
do not believe in force or violence 
as you evidently do.” 
Ford To Fight 
Ford, however, chose to fight, 
as he did in the days of the N.R.A. 
when

Johnson 
threatened to “crack down” be­ 
cause he refused to sign the auto­ 
mobile industry code with its wage 
and hour requirements. Ford, who 
maintained that the standards in 
his plants were above the code 
minima, ignored the threat and 
carried his defiance through suc- 
cessfuly. 
Louis J. Colombo, attorney who
